14  Well  our  friend  Ranger  Jim  Robbins,  of  the  pine 
16  Cone  National  Forest,  received  a letter  this  week  from  an  old  friend 
16  of  his,  Kate  Redcllff,  lives  in  the  town  of  Radcllff,  a hundred 
17.  and  fifty  miles  south  of  Winding  Cfeek-  Kate  Radcllff  Is  over  eighty 
18  years  of  age,  and  the  last  of  her  famllyp  who  first  settled  and  named 

19.  the  town  where  she  lives.  One  of  the  old  lady^ s eccentric  charaoterlstlos 
20  Is  that  she  Insists  that  her  friends  address  her  as  "Kate*  At  the 

21.  moment,  she  and  Jim  Robbins  are  sitting  before  the  window  In  the 

22.  llvlngroora  of  the  old  Radcllff  home,  which  overlooks  the  valley  of  a. 

23  stream  on  the  edge  of  the  town  —

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(FADING-  IN)  Well  now,  your  grandfather  built  the 
town  hall*  And  your  father  built  a library.  And 
I seem  to  remember  three  or  four  statues 
Grandfather  Radcllff  built  the  town  hall  so  he  could 
have  a place  to  make  speeches  on  the  Fourth  of  July 
without  gettln''  sunstrokco  And  he  didn’t  leave  a 
nlokle  to  keep  up  the  building..  My  father  erected  a 
beautiful  stone  library  end  had  "Henry  Radcllff 
Library"  chiseled  across  the  front  In  such  big  letters 
that  you  have  to  look  twice  to  see  the  door. 

(LAUGHING)  Well,  even  with  all  the  advertising,  I 
reckon  folks  here  appreciate  a good  library.. 

They  might  have  had  a chance  to  appreciate  it  if  any 
money  had  been  left  to  buy  books  to  put  in  It  — And 
those  statues  Every  male  Radcllff  since  Grandpa 
Mordecal  has  had  a statue  erected  to  remind  the  town 
of  Radcllff  of  his  existence.  There  were  nine  of  them. 
Nine  statues  in  a tom  where  half  the  population  still 
keeps  8 family  cow. 

That’s  quite  a record,  I^d  say.  There  aren’t  many  towns 
can  boast  that  many  prominent  citizens  commemorated  in 
statusry. 

They  aren’t  good  for  anything  but  pigeon  roosts.. 

Then  you  mean  you  have  an  idea  for  a different  kind  of 
a memorial  to  the  Radcllff  name? 
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I don  t know  whether  I do  or  not®  That® a the  reason 
I wpntedjou  to  pay  rae  a visit®  Look  out  the  window- 
Jlra  See  that  land  across  the  creek? 

Where  the  trees  are? 

Yes.  It® 8 the  last  of  the  Radcllff  estate,  except 
for  this  hous0e 

It  looks  like  pretty  good  forest  land  from  here^ 

There®  s about  a hundred  acres  of  trees-.  Once  it 
reached  clear  to  the  Davis  County  llne«  The  rest  of 
the  land® 8 been  sold  or  taken  for  the  taxes, due  on  It- 
That®  8 too  bade. 

Well^  I^ve  read  considerable  about  these  "community 
forests,"  like  they  have  over  in  Europe.  And  I

that  lt»s  a piece  of  property  that  pays  dividends  for 
as  long  as  you  manage  It  with  simple  common  sense,  and 
keep  growing  the  timber  as  a continuing  crop 

— - That  Os  quite  a mouthful  of  words,  Jim  Do 
you  believe  It  yourself*? 

Sure  I do»  Thatos  Just  the  way  majiage  our  National 
Forests  « to  keep  them  permanently  productive  and  useful  “
